Alderman Eddie Asadorian, who 
represents that area where the 
Niedringhaus crossing is located, agreed 
with Selph 

“The railroad should want to do good 
work,”’ Asadorian said. ‘‘We have been 
neating them over the head (with 
complaints) for years.”

CDBG funds are designated for 
improvements in low- to low-moderate 
income areas.

Recycling succeeds 


ae following editorial is reprinted from The Tele 
raph.) 

o Madison County diverted more than 30 percent of its 
trash from area landfills in the first three months after a 
mandatory curbside eae program was instituted 
July 1 to meet a state-mandated goal of recycling 25 
percent of trash. Recently released statistics show Madi- 
son County surpassed that goal, Pgh about 32 
percent of its trash in the first three months. 

Residents recycled 38,656 tons of trash in three months. 
According to county officials, residents recycled enough 
paper to save 114,886 trees and enough aluminum cans to 
conserve the electricity it would take to burn 133,900 
100-watt light bulbs for three hours. 

Of course, there is also the benefit of using landfill 
space at a 30 percent slower rate. 

ony officials deserve credit for their persistence in 
establishing the program. Officials overcame initial 
skepticism about mandatory curbside recycling and 
made ae transition to the recycling program relatively 
smooth. 

County residents and businesses also should be congrat- 
ulated for successfully making the lifestyle changes that 
recycling requires. 

While separating recyclables from other trash is not 
difficult, it does take commitment, and residents so far 
have shown they are up to the task. 

We hope officials and residents keep up the good work. 
A continued recycling rate like that posted in the pro- 
gram’s first three months should make Madison County a 
model for success in curbside recycling. 


McGinnis hardly a hero 


The folk-hero status some people have bestowed on 
accused murderer Kelly McGinnis is misguided at the 
very least. 

McGinnis had been a fugitive since Aug. 12, when he 
allegedly gunned down Thomas Meyer, a Greenville 
lawyer who represented McGinnis’ ex-wife in their 
divorce. 

McGinnis was arrested Wednesday in Vandalia after he 
allegedly shot up the office of Larry LeFevre, the lawyer 
who vag him in the divorce. LeFevre was away 
from the office and no one was hurt. 

After the slaying of Meyer, McGinnis’ ex-wife, Kath- 
leen, and Associate Judge Ann Callis-Rongey of Troy 
went into hiding with their children. 

McGinnis, in letters to area newspapers, complained he 
was unfairly treated in the divorce and charged that 
Meyer and LeFevre had conspired against him. 

Spray-painted sentiments of support for McGinnis 
began to appear around Bond and Fayette counties 
during the weeks he eluded a police manhunt. Some 
people cheered McGinnis as he was taken to the Bond 
County Courthouse for a court appearance earlier this 
month. 

Divorce is seldom easy on those most directly involved. 
The majority of cases involve varying degrees of pain and 
bitterness. 

But it is one thing to empathize with the anger of 
someone like McGinnis and quite another to suggest that 
such anger justifies the cold-blooded killing of another 
person. 

Courts were established to promote the orderly settle- 
ment of disputes. Court decisions that please everyone 
are rare, but a society that condones the violent disposi- 
tion of disagreements outside the legal system is a 
dangerous and frightening place. 

McGinnis thinks he’s a victim. But if he’s guilty of the 
crime he is charged with, he has victimized others. They 
include his own children, those of Callis-Rongey and the 
thousands of people in Bond, Madison and Fayette 
counties who have felt less secure about their safety for 
nearly three months.

DNR: Watch for deer on roadways 


Motorists should be extra 
cautious during the next sever- 
al weeks to avoid deer-vehicle 
collisions and the potential for 
serious or fatal injuries, warns 


Department of Natural 
Resources Director Brent Man- 
ning 

“Autumn is the breeding 


season or ‘‘rut” for white- 
tailed deer, and is the peak 
time when deer-vehicle ac: 
dents occur,’” Manning said. 
“Responding to their instinct 
to mate, deer become less cau- 
tious and more unpredictable. 
Keep a watchful eye for deer, 
drive defensively and be alert 
to deer crossing roads and 
highways.”” 

Motorists should be especial- 
ly cautious at dusk through the 
early evening hours and in the 
hours before sunrise when deer 
are most active. Drivers who 
see deer should reduce their 
speed and be prepared to stop. 

At night, anticipate deer 
when driving through wooded 





and densely vegetated areas. 
Drivers encountering deer that 
are on the roadway should 
blink their headlights from 
bright to dim to try to get deer 
to move on. Drivers who come 
upon deer should warn other 
motorists by tapping their 
brakes. Most importantly, driv- 
ers should maintain control of 
the vehicle. The likelihood of 
injury is much greater if you 
swerve into oncoming traffic 
or off the road to avoid hitting 
a deer. . 

If you do have an accident, 
the first priority is to provide 
assistance to injured passen- 
gers. Do not attempt to 
remove a dead or injured deer 
from a busy roadway. Instead, 
contact local, county or state 
law enforcement officials. Illi- 
nois law requires all accidents 
resulting in damage of $500 or 
more to be reported and an 
accident report filed with the 
police. » 

The driver of the vehicle 


involved in a deer-vehicle acci- 
dent has priority in possessing 
the deer. If the driver doesn’t 
want the deer, any Illinois res- 
ident may claim’ the animal. 
Any person possessing a deer 


killed as a result of a vehicu- 
lar accident must report it to 
the DNR by calling 


1-800-406-3477 ‘from 8 a.m. to 3 
p.m. Monday through Friday. 
Individuals will be issued an 
authorization number, which 
will allow for the lawful -pos- 
Session of the deer. 


Individuals wishing to claim 
a deer must call within 24 
hours if the collision occured 
Monday through Thursday, 
Deer killed Friday through 
Sunday or on holidays must be 
reported during the next regu- 
lar workday. Motorists will be 
asked the date and time of the 
accident, the county and clos- 
est town in which the accident 
occurred and the sex of the 
deer.

““We’re excited,”” he said. “It’s a big deal, 
although it is immensely time consuming. On 
the regional level, these are the biggest gath- 
erings of college dance programs in the coun- 
try. What’s most important, though, is that it 
will be such a booster to the students who will 
be able to attend master dance classes, not to 
mention that it’s an enormous focus ‘on the 
university.”’ 

Jarrell said dancers from about 35 schools 
will descend upon SIUE for the festival. How- 
ever, for now, he must jiggle his time 
between festival planning and helping his col- 
leagues coordinate the ‘‘Dance in Concert.”’ 

“It’s a combination of the two annual dance 
programs in that there will be pieces choreo- 
graphed by students and faculty,” he said 
“In the past, we usually had one student cho- 
reographer in ‘Dance in Concert’ who was the 
winner of the Friends of Theater and Dance 
Choreography Award from the previous

‘Ranson’ falls short 


Since he first went behind 
the camera, Ron Howard has 
shown an adeptness at making 
movies that tap into relevant 
themes. But his craftsmanship 
usually comes with a foible: 
He never goes far enough. 

This happened in ‘The 
Pape: It happened in “Back- 
draft,” and, earli¢r, ‘‘Cocoon’’ 
and “Gurig Ho." And, sadly, it 





happens in- Howard’s latest 
offering, a Mel: Gibson sus- 
pense thriller called ‘‘Ran- 
som.”’ 

That doesn’t mean ‘Ran- 


som” isn’t an entertaining, sat- 
isfying piece of roller-coaster 
filmmaking. It is. Dark, slick 
and brooding, with spectacu- 
larly adroit camera work, it 
pushes all the right buttons — 
too well, it seems. 

In anybody else’s hands, 
““Ransom’’ would never tran- 
scend mediocrity. In the hands 
of Howard and his extremely 
competent cast, it becomes 
something more. It’s still sus- 
pense schlock, but it’s mean- 
ingful suspense schlock, at 
least much of the time. 

The story, based on a 1956 
Glenn Ford-Donna Reed vehi- 
cle of the same name, follows 
painfully sincere millionaire 
airline CEO Tom Mullen, who 
built his company from the 
ground up and now finds him- 
Self accused of paying off a 
machinists’ union to avoid a 
strike. 

Gibson fits easily into the 
role of Mullen, a well-meaning, 
easily rich New. Yorker who 
moves in the highest social cir- 
cles, has an apartment over- 
looking Central Park and is 
adored by his wife, Kate (Rene 
Russo), and their son, Sean 
(Brawley Nolte, Nick’s 
remarkably expressive son) 

But then Sean is snatched, 
and an e-mail appears on 
Tom’s Power Book — complete 
with digitized video of Sean 
chained to a bed and blindfold- 
ed — and the story is off. The 
ransom is $2 million, and the 
rest of the film is consumed 
with how to pay, whether to 
pay and why not to pay 

Gary Sinise, as cop-turned- 
kidnapper Jimmy Shaker, 


makes a worthy adversary for 
Gibson. At first, it is difficult 
to picture the’ good-natured 
Sinise as an archvillain, and 
the movie exploits this — for 
about 30 seconds. But it soon 
becomes clear Shaker is a 
force to be reckoned with, a 
cop with his own set of morals 
and an assortment of mental 
tools to back them up. 

“Why you?’? Shaker, his 
voice eerily disguised by a 
scrambler, tells Mullen as the 
men are communicating via 
cell phones in moving cars. 
““Cause you buy your way out 
of trouble.” 

This idea — that Gibson is 
something less than a legiti- 
mate protagonist because he 
uses peor, too — is fascinat- 
ing, but never pursued ade- 
quately. 

Former New Kid on the 
Block Donnie Wahlberg plays 
a snuffly, sulky young kidnap- 
per named Cubby with moral 
ambiguousness. Cubby’s will- 
ing to snatch the child but also 
wants to make Sean comfort- 
able by feeding him chocolate 
and keeping him from perma- 
nent harm, But Cubby disap- 
pears early. 





Sinise’s relationship with his 
cohort-girlfriend, Maris (Lili 
Taylor), and the conflict 


between Tom and Kate are 
abandoned just as quickly. 

What’s worse, it ‘Never 
becomes clear why Jimmy 
Shaker is so single-minded in 
his desire to get the ransom. 
It’s obviously more than just 
money; he has a grudge 
against everything Mullen 
stands for. But we never get 
the story. behind the grudge. 

Russo, sadly, is forced into 
the background. She’s a 
device, relegated to anxious 
looks and occasional angry 
outbursts. 

In the end, “Ransom” is a 
competently told tale about 
compromise, bullheadedness 
and the divisiveness a. couple 
faces when a child is in dan- 
ger. It works best when it 
hones itself into -a psychologi- 
cal-drama_and puts Sinise and 
Gibson at direct logger heads. 

“Ransom”’ is directed by 
Ron Howard from a screen- 
play by Richard Price and 
Alexander Ignon. It was pro- 
duced by Scott Rudin and Bri- 
an Grazer. It opened Friday.
